H.E, the Governor said :—Ladies and Gen- 
demen: It was only after some hesitation that 
l acceded to the suggestion of the Inspector of: 
chools that 1 should include this. school 
mong those at. which Iwas to present prizes 

his year, asthe subject of girl’s education is 
not one with regard to which I have very 
definite ideas, and such ideas as | have are, I 
fear, somewhat heterodox, The functions of 
men and women iu life are very different, and 
must I believe always remain so. The most 
ardent supporter of women's rights will hardly 
claim that they can become soldiers, or police- 
men ;blacksmiths or carpenters, As no’ one 
can well direct work ho is physically incapable 
of himself ‘performing, it follows that women. 
are by nature precluded from those professions 
ultimately based on physical force or hard 
labour, such as the administration of govern- 
inent, the practice of navigation, war, law, 
engineering, etc,: Then { believe thit with 
(he physical difference between men and, 
women goes a mental difference. There are 
two elements: in the mind of every man 
and every woman, The fret is the male 
clement, which is called variously judgment, 
reasoning power, or colloquially, sound com- 
mon sense. The second is the female element 
which is by different people (ermed intuition, 
imagination, and sometimes genius, In the 
man the first of these elements predominates, 
and in the woman ‘the second, But without 
some imagination, a man, though he may be 
effectual, cannot be great. In the woman there 
often lacks that closeness of reasoning power, 
necessary to give practital effect to their 
genius, and it is thus only through her influence 
on others that she can become the creator of 
great works. Roughly speaking, man mukes 
life possible; woman makes :t beautiful, or as 
& poet has prettily put it; “Men are: God's 
trees: Women God's flowers.” Culture is 
necessary for the proper development of both,. 
but has to be differently directed. In the use 
of the: trees, we want the wood and the shade, 
—that. is the strenpth and the protective 
power. In the use of the flowers it is the 
fragrance, the colour,. and the form,—that 
is swe-tness, sympathy and eentteness of 
manners that we look for, \Whily there: 
fore the education of boys must be largely 
utilitarian, the (raining of girls should be 
directed towards making them intell gent and 
appreciative, The power of conversing in 
their own and other languages, and the under- 
standing of art, music and literature, with its 
attendant studies of history and Reography, are 
the proper subjects for them to be taught, with 
only so much arithmetic as will help them in 
their marketing and household accounts, and 
such practical science as will enable them. to 
apply the principles of hygiene to their homes, 
and may help them in that great and com- 
paratively new branch of woman's work,—the 
nursing of the sick. I see no need for the 
instruction, which 1 found being given in 
one of the Girls’ ‘chools of the Colony, 
in Stocks and Shares, Such instruction 
can lead thm to no idenls and hardly 
even to that object of questionable desirability 
the acquisition of wealth. I see little advant- 
age tobe gained from the study of algebra, 
aod other branches of mathematics, subjects 
not likely to yield either profit or pleasure to a 
girl ip after life, In science again, more than 
in other eubjects, the little knowledge likely to 
be gained in a girls’ school may prove a dan- 
geraus oe Ladies and Gentlemen: What 
| have said has been addressed to you, [twas 
pouibly, as it was intended to be, above the 
eads of the boys and girls here, Children: J 
am satisfied with the report that -has been 
made on your work during the pastterm. I 
want you to go on working. hard, so that when 
you have finished your school course you will 
be able to ‘understand and, talk about the 
beautiful things that are described in buoks, 
and are to be seen and heard in every corner 
of the earth, so that you may be able to 
help your parents in the house, and that the 
girls when they marry may béHémpanions to 
their husbands and that the Chinese girls may 
be of assistance to their mothers-in-law, The 
statement io the report that has pleased me 
most is the favourable mention of your con- 
duct, and of the improvement in manners 
among the Chinese girls. I wish now to pre- 
sent a special prize to the best conducted girl 
of the senior class; and Mrs. Bateman has said 
that that prize should be presented to Miss Ida 
Noma, 

Misa Noma then came forward and received 
the prize from His Excellency. 

Mr, Jiving, on behalf of the Head Mistress 
and Staff, thanked His Excellency very 
sincerely for his kindness in coming there to 
distribute the foe They did not forget that 
this was not the first by many ‘occasions on 
which he had distributed prizes in their schools, 
and he thought if His Excellency would allow 
him to say so, tha results were ‘likely to. be 
most satisfactory. Their scholars were stimu: 
lated by receiving prizes at the hands of the 
representative of His Majesty the King, and 
any words of advice or encouragement coming 
from such a source, were likely to have a last. 
ing effect, With regard to the views His Ex: 
cellency had. expressed in regard to female 
education, he hoped they would do their best 
to embody them in a practical form, © -

THE GOVERNOR'S SPEECH, 


¥LE, the Governor said ;—-My Lord Bishop,, 
Ladies and Gentlemen: The report of the 
Head Master ‘which has been read to—us 
is satisfactory, Here as at Queen's coliens 
there are mare boys desirous of entering the 
school than can he received, showing an in+ 
¢reased appreciation of the education offered 
at the principal boys! schools in the'Cotony. 
The division of the lower classes into Chinese 
and non-Chinese sections has effected an im- 
provement which the report for 1903 showed 
was necessary. The school did well on the 
visits of the Inspector of Schools and at the 
Oxford Local Examinations and I would add 
that I had direct evidence at my own inspec: 
tion on September 26th that the teaching of 
the boys was thorough and the tone of the 
school géod. I congratulate Mr. Piercy and 
his very capable staff on these results. The 
weak point of the School according to the 
report of tho Inspector’ of Schools is his- 
tory, In splte‘of the distinction gained by 
Fdward Law, the Inspector calls attention to 
the fact that white the boys who presented 
themselves for the Oxford Local Examinations 
assed in geography, they were successful in 
less than balf of their papers in history. It 
seems to me possible that the lack of interest 
aroused in schools by the study of history may 
he-due to the dullness of its groundwork con- 
sisting, as. it generally does, largely of names 
and dates committedto memory. I have often 
thought whether this could not be avoided and 
some more attractive method of teaching in- 
troduced ; but I have been forced to the cou- 
clusion that namea snd dates are more 
easily and more permanently learnt in our 
school days than afterwards, and are the only 
satisfactory scaffolding from which a sound 
structure’ of historical knowledge can be after- 
wards erected, It is true that unless one is en- 
dowed with the memory of a Macaulay one 
cannot carry a collection of dates through life, 
but if one starts with such a collection one has 
incidents and periods between or round which 
to group the great movements of the world’s 
development. I will give you one or two 
examples of this grouping. At the present 
moment JT am ashamed to say [ do not 
recall the exact date of the founding of 
Rome or of the fall of paneantincls, but [ 
know that Roman history limited in either 
directlon by thore events, extended from about 
Seven and a half centuries before the Christian 
Era to nearly five centuries. after it. The 
first two anda half centuries were those 
of the growth .of Rome under the more 
or less mythological kines, During the next 
period of nearly equal length Rome as a re- 
public extended over Italy. In the third period 
ofsome 2s5oyears which bringsus to the Christian 
Bia she became an empire covering the Weat 
and South of Europe the North of Africa and 
the East of Asia. It was close on 300 years 
before this empire began to break up and for 
another rooo years its traditions and forms 
Nngered oninthe Eastern Empire with its capital 
at Constantinople. The fall of that city which 
sont classical learning wandering westward oc- 
sel der Itdid aboutthesametime asthe inven- 
tion of printing and the early maritime discover- 
ies produced tho first great movement of Europe 
the Rennalssance. The heightofthatmovement 
was at a date which always clings tomy memory 
—the year 1492. In that year a new world 
was discovered across the Atlantic. The Mua- 
sulman who had so recently pained a footing 
in the East was finally expelled from western 
‘Europe by the conquest of Grenada and the 
death of Lorenzo the Magnificent and also in 
the downfall of Florence tho city par excel- 
lonce of art and learning where the Tuscan 
pins Michel Angelo, Galileo, Pico, and the 
Iatonists and a host of others flourished 
under the enlightened patronage of the Med- 
tel, As ‘the Renaissance was the movement 
of the rsth century so was the Reformation 
that of the 16th, The close ofthe 17th century 
was marked by the growth of modern scientific 
aod alltel ig c ideas and tha desire forfreedom 
which acted against the oppression of the 
ruling classes produced the great: upheaval of 
tho Freach Revolution in: the: fast decades of 
‘the 18th century, The. absolutism of Napo- 
leon at the commencement of the 19th century 
was the natural reaction from the success of 
the Revolution, and the quiet period that 
followed the downfall of: Napoleon was again 
a reaction from the stirring times of the war 
which lasted during the domination of Europe.

sbefore her month was finished or another 
teacher appointed in her place. Fortunately 
we were able to secure the services of Miss 

Lily Heang, who has proved a kind and capable 
teacher, irs. Hatwell resigned her position as 
teacher of the Indian boys in November owing 
to the corps to which her husband belonged 
being sent home. Mrs. Whitehend was 
appointed as her successor and is now in 
Ben of the class, 7 

School Grant—An increase was made in 
the school grant and we were able to send 
home an order for several school appliances 
that were badly needed. Our school-rooms 
with the mew pictures and maps op the 
walls, look much brighter, and the tessons with 
the pictures to jlustrate them are much more 
attractive in the eyes of the juniors, There is 
etill a want unsupplied and that is suitable 
readers for those learning to speak English, 
The ordinary readers are either altogether too 
childish in their ideas or else too advanced in‘ 
language. It is surprising'the long anddifficult 
words that are used in English Children’s 
story books. : 

Examination.—OQur school was examined 
befora the Xmas holidays and the Inspector 
took away the exercise books of the Chinese 
learning English to judge’of the pupils’ progress 
by them. Some of the classes had a short 
oral examination and some did papers set by 
Mr, Irving. We have not had the Report yet, 
and " cannot quite tell whether to feel jubilant 
or sad, 

In October of last year we had the honour of 
receiving our new Governor, Sir Matthew 
Nathan, at our school, He expressed satisfac- 
tion with what he saw. We were only sorry he 
had so little time to spare us, but before coming 
to us he had been at Queen's College and that 
being so larga a school had taken up most-of 
the time. 

Perhaps we may have the pleasure of another 
and more lengthy visit another day, when we 
can show him more of what we do.

HEAD MASTER'S REPORT, 

Dr. G. H, Bateson Wright, D. D. (Oxon), 
Head Master, read the follawing report, which | 
was. addressed to the Hon, Mr, F. H. May, 
Colonial Secretary :—{ have the honour to sub- 
mit the annual report on Queen's College for: 
the year 1904. The total number on the roll 
was 1,501, the average daily attendance being 
1,000: oth figures are in excess of those reach- 
ed in 1903 and form a record. Our attendances, 
which in England would be the object of con. 

ratulation and envy, were serlously affected 
by the phenomenal number of cases of br:i- 
beri, The slight diminution in fees, $313, is 
due to the unprecedented exodus, in the first 
half of the year, of 16 boys from the upper 
achoal, which in March consisted of 407 boys, 
The vacant accommodation was as far as pos- 
sible utilised for the preparatory school where 
the fees are lower, It is.much to be regretted 
sthat parents and guardians do not recognise 
that ft is a penny-wise-and-pound-foolish policy 
to curtail the boy's education just when it is 
ripening in'order to earn so much the earlier a 
few dollars a month, Parents have often sub- 
setenl deplored the fatal mistake they have

The total number of applicants for seats in 
1904 was 682, of which 160 (or 23 per cent) fall. 
ed to satisfy.the simple entrance test in Chinese, 
and 69 more were refused for want of room. 
Thus .453 boys were admitted, On the other 
hand, 495: boys left in the course of the year, 
So long ago as-in my annual report, January 
1896, I pointed out that, while this annual

THE LAT BISHOP PIAZZOLI.

SOLEMN REQUIEM MASS AT THR'R! C, 
: CATHEDRAL, 

Po 26th inst. 
A solemn Requiem Mass was sung in the 
R. ©, Cathedral this morning, for the repose of 
the soul of the late Right Reverend L. M, 
Piarzoli, ‘Bishop of Clazomene, and Vicar- 
Apostolic of Hongkong. His Lordship the 
Right Rev. Jato Paulino d'Azevedo, Bishop of 
Macao, officiated, being assisted by French, 
Italian, Spanish, Portuguese and Chinese 
clergy, there being in all fony priests present, 
During the Pontifical High Mass, which com- 
menced at nine o'clock, and cuncluded nt a 
quarter past eleven, the special rites were ob- 
served, consisting of the five absolutions, pro- 
nounced by priests representing the five na- 
tionalities above-mentioned, The Consut 
General for Italy, Chev, 2. Volpicelli, was unable 
to be present owing to indispositinn, but with 
floral wreaths he sent a letter of condolence and 
regrat, The Consuls-General and Vice-Con- 
suls present were: A. G. Romano, and J. J. 
Leiria for Portugal, P. A. Marty for Spain, N. 
Post for Austro-Hungary, and T. Hamman for 
Belgium, The Cathedral had been draped in 
black, the catafalgue in the centre being sur- 
mounted by a black velvet canopy trimmed 
with silver fringe, and beneath, on the coffin, 
was placed the mitre, rochet, alb and stole of 
the deceased prelate, while his cross and staff 
were placed at the head, From the roof above 
hung long festoons of black and white to the 
floor below, the pillars and upper windows be- 
ing similarly draped.

_ The necessary preparations having been 
Made, the young priest was sent to Hongkong, 


| where, at that time, the mission was at its be: 


ginning. Much had to he done; it was for all 
a difficult task, and more so for the young 
‘missionary as he was confided with ‘a large 
territory. Full of ardopr hic began at once to 
study the Chinese language, mastered it inva 
comparatively shost time, and simultancously 
commenced his apestolic career which was to 
be both energetic and jerilous though: full of 
fruit, Troly, the beginning of his ca-cer at 
once showed the strong character of the valiant 
missionary, who left his country, parents, friends, 
position, only for the cause, of God, and for the 
salvation of souls, His life was at that time a 
wandering one, havirg vs fixed place of bode. 
Father Louis, ase was generally called, hd 
to begin tu open dp the Geld entrusted to 
him. Living simply as the .poorest of the 
Chinese, the good missionary did not, spare 
himself, but became useiul for the welfare of 
all; he instructed the peopte, pave them coun- 
sel, helped them, and in hundeds of instances 
settled dispites to the general satisfaction 
of all and thus ‘prevented serious clan fights. 
Christians and non-christians alike were sure 
prised to find a man 60 devoted to every good 
cause, and the life he led had such good effect 
on thet that, in spite of their easly prejudice 
against foreigners, they made friends with him 
and asked to be instructed inthe farh, Hut ihe 
triumph ts no! obtained without fighting, and 
the history of the ¢ hurch is a standing monu- 
menl to tell us that the best victories were ob- 
tained only at the price of the greatest sacrifices. 
his had been the case with our late Bishop, 
Many inhabitants of a village, having ‘inter- 
course with the Father, and being pleased 
with the religion he tatight, spontancously’ re- 
ssnlved ta rinbrace the faith. Their resqhutron 
was not pleasing to ther neighbours who in. 
terfered and put every obstacle in the way, 
even threatebing them: with death ; but God 
who wanted these chosen souls gave them 
such s‘rength that notwithsianding . these 
threats, though they were entirely free, they 
wished lo be baptised. Being sufficiently in- 
structed and after miny proof. of coustancy 
and goodwill, Fr Louis decided to baptise 
them. After baptisin the hoy converts were 
very pleased and silisfed and thought they 
would have vo more trouble from their neigh- 
bours. Nut they were deceived ; secretly their 
neighbours were preparing terrible vengeance 
lo satisfy their hatred and decided to kill the 
Father and Christians alhke. Fr. Louis, having 
Anowledge that she converts were in danger of 
their lives, a3 a cond shepherd, went at once to 
help them, ready.to give his own life to save 
that uf his sheep, 
IN DANGER OF HI8 LIFE, 

Having no residence, he took lodgings in-a 
small but, where a Chinese family was living. 
Vhere he learned the intentions of the ratives 
and discovered that they were blinded with 
hatred against the-poor converts, He made 
efforts 10 uppease the people, but in vain. ‘The 
men were decided, at any cost, to destroy 
the Christians, so he then went to his lo ging 
and recommendedthe convertsto abstain froin 
violerce and lo be prepared th'give ther lives 
as martyrsto God. At his lodging he heard 
that he himself was also;to: be executed In 
the meantine, ni, ht came,and every measure 
wns taken not to allow the victims to escape. 
At their evening meal, they made prepare: 
tions to execute these poor 
guilty of no crime than that of being Christians. 
The meal being over, the terrible sound of 
the “tom-tom,” or gong, was heard accom- 
panied hy cries of death and impre-ations 
against thé poor victims. Terror invaded the 
whole village withoul a voice of mercy or pity for 
the innocents who had barricaded themselves 
in their houses. The bloo t-thirsty pang, armed 
with rfles and other weapons, and provided 
with crowhars to break in the doors, entered the 
village and brenkiny into the housew, hacked 
and wounded afl that came in their way. They 
then took with them as prisoners five men who 
were fathers of f«milies, The women and 
children then succeeded in escaping in the dark- 
ness ‘leaving all they possessed in the hands 
oftheir persecutors, Withthe light cf torches 
and amidst the sound of the “tom-tom” the 
five men were tied to a tree, beaten and male 
treated in every way. The cries of the poor 
victims failed to gxcite compassion in the 
hearts of the persecutors, and the poor crea: 
lures were cut to pieces, Imagine the 
pain and distress felt by good Fr. Louis 
when he heard their cries and witnessed the 
cruel treatment to which they were subjected 
without being able to give them any assist 
ance! Next day hie own terrible hour arrived, 
he was still hiding in the same hut, the cries of 
his persecutors threatening him with death ring. 
ing in his ears, He prepared to die, glad of 
having the occasion of giving his blood for the 
faith for which so many disciples of the cross 
have given their own in former times, The 
good Father as a mild lamb 
PRESENTED HIMSELF TO HIS PERSECUTORS 
at the distance of a few paces. A murderous 
band/at once presented a riffle at him and pulled 
the trigger, Fortunately, the rifle missed fise, 
He trieda second and a third time, but with 
the same result, At this moment on old man, 
who was standing by, lowered the rifle sug:

immediately changed his clothes, passed 
through the opening and took flight through 
the fields, in’ search’ of a secure hiding 
place. The valiant missionary escaped bodily 
martyrdom, but nota spiritual one. After this 
persecution the sufferings through which the 
Father passed were almost incredible, He was 
the only support of these persecuted women 
and chidven, their only helper and consoler, 
The difficulties of his ministry were greatly 
increased because for.a long time he had to 
travel and to work at night in order to-avoid 
the itl-feelings ofthe natives. Truly, the manly 
deeds of Fr, Louis proved that when God, con- 
fided a mission to aman He gave the neces- 
sary-help to folfil it. No doubt, they could 
apply to him the words of the Apostle ‘ He 
fought the good fight" Theac events instead 
of having the effect of deterring people from 
going to hin: attracted them still more, But 
new conversations again became the cause of 
fresh troubles. The local mandarin offered

soldiers and other mercenaries were on his 


track, but being informed of this he escaped. | 


On another occasion it was algo a Providential 
fact that he escaped with his life, He was ac- 
companying a new missionary to his destinae 
tion travelling in a Chinese junk, at night there 
was no wind and the craft stopped when sud- 
dently a boat-load of armed pirates tried to 
board the junk.’ A terrible fight ensued, fire- 
arms were freely used, several men fell dead 
into the sea and others were severely wounded, 
‘The missiovaries gave each other the fast ab- 
.solution and: ‘baptised a catechumen, as they 
thought that all was over as the crew of the 
junk were wounded and the ammanition 
exhausted, As a last resource, the steersman 
-who had still some power left, got all the old 
pieces of. iron, ‘broken pots, and everything 
else of the like on which he could lay his hands 
and loaded an old-cannon which bad not yet 
been used in the fightand fired it. The effect 
was mprderous on the pirate boat as several 
men were seen to fall and the rest, thinking 
that the junk was well armed put off at once 
crying for mercy, But the sleersman did not 
get offsafe as the cannon burst, blowing off his 
right arm and wounding “him severely in the 
side, Though all the occupants of the junk 
except the priests were: wounded not one of 
them was iilted. ; An idea of the terrible fright 
may be formed from the fact that the next 
morning the sea around the jak was red with 
plood, It was in the midst of such dangers and 
difficulties that Fr Lows exerted for twenty-one 
years his apostolic ministry all of which was 
done while his health was far from. being good, 
ag he suffered frequently. from fever, brought 
on most probably hy exposure, In the be- 
ginning of 1892, the Very Rev, Fr, Burghinoli, 
died, Fr, Louis was appointed Pro-Vicar 
Apostolic by Mon. Raimondi. ‘During’ the 
three years that he wns Pro-Vicar Apostolic he 
continued the 
SAMB ACTIVE LIFE IN HONGKONG 

which wus his characteristic while he was in 
the intetior of China, He gave a speciat proof 
of his zeul inthe year 1894 when the plague 
first appeared in this Colony, Every day he 
was visiting the plague patients, either in their 
huuses or atthe plague hospital, giving them 
religious consolation.and administering the 
sacraments. In the same year Mon. Raimondi 
expired and a few months after Fr: Louis was 
el. cted Bishopof ClazomeneandVicar-Apostolic 
of Hongkong. In his humility he refused, but 
the orders of his superiors were-irrevocable, s0 
he had to give’in. On May rgth, 1895, he was 
consecrated Bishop, and the marks of respect 
shown him by all that day as well as the high 
dignity cagnierred upon him were a fitting 
reward for'his holy life. Though a bishop he 
continued to discharge the missionary duties, 


and, during the succeeding nine years ‘the |: 


Catholic inst.tutions of the Colony progressed, 
The schools were more flourishing, the poor 
were better looked after, the cathedral was 
completed with its new and imposing tower 
and peal of five bells. But his greatest con- 
selation was that when he came to China there 
were few Chinese Christians, wherqas at his 
death he left a flourishing miss.on, with many 
“chapels and about 7,000 Christians. The great 
virtues with which he was adorned were con- 
cealed under a great modesty which rendered 
‘him more respected and endeared him to all, 
All those of every race and creed who knew 
him tghly respected him and the officials of 
the Colony showed him every mark of kindness 
and respec’, 

Worn out by his labours his health began to 
fail and last May he went home to italy with 
the hope of recovering, but on the 26th of 
December last he passed quietly away. He 
had much desired to die amongst his childrén, 
tut God required this last sacrifice of him, Wo 
are‘how. orphans of a good Father, concluded 
the Rev. Father; let us, therefore, be grateful 
by praying for the repose of his soul, Accord: 
jog to our faith we can console ourselves by- 
believing that he whom we mouro may be al- 
ready enjoying his eternal reward which God 
gives to His faithful servants, and also believing 
‘that in dying we do not lose fife, but pass to a 
better and an everlasting one, Death has 
taken him away from us, but his virtues 
will remain os a treasure for us, In charity 
may he continue to be our shepherd and help 
us till we be all usited together in that place 
whero all-is joy and happiness, and. may God 
in. His merciful bounty accept the prayars and 
the holy sacrifice offered, and give Fim Rternal’ 
peace,

Shortly before the occurrence 
in question he appeared to be quite sober, and 
had no wounds on’his face except one, the re- 
sult of an old operation, He did not know 
how decensed got into the water.~Dr, E. 
A. Laing stated that he received the 
body of deceased at the hospital, and 
noticed some wounds on the face which might 
have been causéd by a fall down stairs, or 
by a blow from a brick. The wounds were 
such as would be likely to render a man un- 
conscious.—Dr, W. Hunter testified to holding 
& postmortem examination on the body of 
deceased, and spoke ‘to seeing the wounds 
mentioned, but there were no other marks on 
the body, Death was due to drowning, Wit- 
ness could not say if deceased was drunk at 
the time of the fatality.—The jury returned a 
verdict that deceased met his death by ac 
cidental drowning, having been intoxicated at 
the time he fell into the water,

not come up to Shanghai for the ‘present at 
feast, but would. remain on board the Aus- 
dralien until she sails for Europe.

Russian orphans whom 
she has brought with her, the survivors 
of military families and households’ that{ 
were wholly wiped out at’ Port Arthur during 
its horrible ordeal of fire and steel, The meet- 
ing between the survivors of the siege and the 
Russian friends here was a very touching sight,

Madame Stoessel, speaking of the bcenes in 
the haspitals of Hort Arthur, painted a terrible 
picture of their condition in the latter days of 
the’ siege when the wounded never knew whe- 
ther they*would be blown 10 pieces or die of 
their wounds. The lack of surgical appliances 
was another dreadful phase of the latter part of 
the sieve. ea: 

Madaine Stoessel, who is looking very worn, 
but in fairly good spirits, expressed her high 
appreciation of the delicacy of the Japanese in 
nat:huisting their flag over the forts of Port 
Arthur until after General Stoessel had gone on 
board the transport which took.bim to Jupan, 

General Stoessel, who luoks careworn, with 
his head still swathed in a black bandage, 
owing to his recent wound, was dressed, when 
he was seen to-day on board the Australien, 
in the undress .uniform of a Russian 
General, He spoke freely to his friends 
about his experiences of the sicge generally, 
and among the most interesting statements 
which he made were the following: The 
greater part of the damage was done by the 
Japanese st-inch guns, which destroyed nearly 
everything in Port Arthur. He tad noth ng 
with which to reply ta them, He could have 
helt out in the fortress fur perhaps an- 
other three or four days, but no longer, 
At the end he had only 5,000 men todelend a 
front of 28 verats (16 miles). There would thus 
be alittle over yoo men toa mile, against an 
army of over jo,009, Japanese. This line the 
‘Japanese attacked censtant'y onall sides, “he 
“ships in the harbour were, in the first instance, 
damaged by. the. Japanese, fire, but were 
finally blown up by the Russians, themselves 
in such acomplete and perfect way that the 
Japanese can have no hope of ever raising 
them.
